Tho 
truth i.s that only those who are intimate- 
ly acijuiinted with tho v/ork of thu(;.i\- 
urnment can, with any ai)[iroacb to cnr- 
roctness, aepaiaio t he nrdiii.ary expendi- 
ture fri.iii the eX|)euiliture for irurks of a 
pcnnaiieiil nature. It is easy enough tu 
show that the yru-s- .LI i-nl iscr is very far 
astray in it.s ofl hand estimate of what i.s 
ordiiuiry and what is oxtraordinary ox- 
pundlture, but it is inipmsiblo for any 
Olio who has im! .in iiiliuiate iui|Uaiiilani-e 
with the liiisiiii ss n| the ile|iartnient In 
make any divisiun that is at all reliable. 

Wo think that thu < hivuriniient is do- 
ing itself an injustice in not keuping a 
capital account. It would, if it did, like 
the dominion and somo of the provinces 
of the coufcdorution, be able to boast of a 
BUrplus when it had actually .spont a great 
dsal more lli.an it had received as revenue. 
The Ooveriimeiit. ,,i Ai,w lirniiawick, fur 
iu.slnneo, ilecl:ire;i ,a surplus for la.st ycai 
of ^l.'!,?"!!. But when it^ dues this it takes 
into accnunt unly urdinary rcvunuo and 
ordinary expenditure. It made duiiug 
tho year largo expenditures on railways, 
departmentid bniUlingH and other perunn' 
enfc works. If the 'N'uw Unmswick ac 
counts had boon kupl, in the same way as 
the British ('oluiiibi.i accuimiH, iimtea'd of 
having a Hiiiall xui'phis to lioast of it woultl 
havu to duphire a l.irge delicit. Tho Do- 
minion ( Jovornine. t lias been liaving sur- 
pluses for m my years except last year, 
but it has, novorlholusa, boon goiilg more 
and more deeply into debt. This show- 
ing could not have boon made if the Do- 
minion I'ulilic Accuiinls were kept as 
those of I his p: .iviiiee are. 

But this ia after all a mere matter of 
accounts. If it is considered wise 
for I ho sake of developing the 
reuoarces of tho province to ' spend 
on pormanont works every year 
n>oro than the revenue warrants, it is well 
that, (ho ]n!o|de Bhonld knmv each year 
eraully how far I ho ex poiidil uro oxceedn 
tho iiiciiiiie willmut lining uhliged to search 
thriiugh iiitricatd accuunta which only 
exports can nudersl and. Tli ire are, no 
doubt, many puopiu who are not by any 
, moans unintolligont, who (ind it hard to 
understand how Iho Dominion has man- 
Rged to run into debt so deeply wlion they 



saw, ysar after year, that there ivaa a sur- 
jdiia in tho Treasury. Though tho jour- 
naliHt.s and tho politioians boasted loudly 
of tho recurring sur|)luses, they said no 
inoro than thoy could help about tho debt 
that was steadily acorui:a}{. But the 
British Columbian who pays any attention 
to the subject is .ablo to see each year 
exactly how the government stands 
liiumcially. Tho showing may not bo as 
favorablo to the govurnniunt as it could 
bo mudo by a dillorent system of bonk- 
kooping, but it is simpio and it ia honest. 
Kor our part, wu must aay that wo prefer 
thu Dominion aj-stem. It i^ivs h bettor 
clasailic.atioii of both revenue and expenili- 
l uru, and it doea not givo guosaors and 
luuddlurs, liko our contemporary tho 
X, ir.i-Adccrtiier and the member for 
Oaaaiar, suoli favorable opportunities for 
luiBruprosontation. 

It may suit onr contemporary's purpose 
to paint tho future in gloomy colors, and 
pretentiously to condemn the Government 
for anticipating tho futuru, but if thu (iov- 
urnmont rofusod to givo Vanconvor tho 
euurt-liouso that it needs, and postponed 
the ersntion uf tho achool-houses that it 
demands, it would bo thu tirst to complain 
and to threaten it with its most strenuous 
oi>|)osition if it continued to neglect so 
imi)ortant a part of thu province. And 
.la- NOmcouver. is, so are .all tho other towns 
and scttloinenta of British C.iluinbia. 
'I'lioy wnnt public iiuprovements, and llioy 
say, and in maiij' caaea, most truly, that 
i,!io province cannot afl'ord to wait for 
them. It ia bettor to go in debt than to 
allow it to want what its welfare and 
progress rc(iuire. 



A CONVERSION. 

Tho Tor into (.Yu'ir after some wavering 
lias coni|iletcly changed front on the 
lesuit (|Uestion. It ])rofessea to he con- 
\erted tu the sitle of disalluwanco hj- 
articles that havo recently appeared in 
The CdHoJii Lino Jouriwl and tho C'lnai- 
ilian Line I'imis. It says:

strong the curreiil uf 
in < )iitariu runs in favur uf tlis.dluwauee 
Wo vory strongly suapuct that expudiency 
has had a groat deal more to do with the 
1,'liihe'H convuraion than conviction. It 
lias been all along a strong assertur of 
provhicial rights. It held, indeed, ex 
tremo viows as to the iiso of tin; |ireruga- 
t ivu uf the veto by the l''ederal (Inverii 
iiieni, and cuiiHislent ly with tliusc \ lews, 
it euiiteiideil that .^ir .Inhii iMacduiiald 
\;-as justilieil in alluwiiig ihe.lesiiit Act tu 
liecoiuo law. Bui the agitation against 
the allowance of the hiw has beun grow- 
ing in the Province of Ontario, and, no 
doubt, tho Glubt: has found it dillieult and 
perli.ips unprofitable, to pull against the 
stream. Hence the "Hup." 

The articles in ihu Lmc Tinuf and /-<iic 
■ liinnud, which carried conviction tu the 
heart and mind of thu (Huhi- are silent 
iipun wliat iii.iiiy people consider the 
must inipurtaiii part of the Quebec Act. 
Tliey admit the [luwer of the Provinoial 
Legislature tu give tu the .lesiiils 8-1(1(1.- 
OUL), ur any ullier anui, of the jiulilic 
muney. The part uf the act which makes 
tho grant of money is accurdiiig to them 
[lerfoclly constitulimial. It is to the 
reference to the Pope that those journals 
take exception. VVhat the Pope is em- 
powered to do by the Act is to make such 
disposal of the money among the religious 

.jrtioi-ij In tho pri.ivillCe ul' < ln:iv 

appear lo him just and ]>ruper. "This 
grant of authurity to Ihu I'upe, a fureigii 
[lutuiitatc ur suvurcigii, " the L^iv .hm null 
s.aya, "brings up the qiiesliun w hether ihe 
Act i.s constitutional." In order to prove 
its unconstitutionality it rufura to Imperial 
statutes that are hundreds of years o' i. 
It maintains that these old English laws 
are in force in Canada as well as in Groat 
Britain. The law journals discuss tho 
iiuoatiun at great length, and the conclu- 
sion they como to ia that thu (.,)uebec 
Legislature doea not possess thu power to 
luthorizo a foreign puwor to uxurciao 
authority of any kind within its territory. 
TJie Law Tiints in a recent editorial, hi 
which tho whole case is reviewed in all its 
aspecta, says: " The constitutional ques- 
tion that arises is not the voting away uf 
])ublie niuney, bo tho pretext ever so 
shallow, but the auburdinatiun of the 
.Sovereign to a foreign authority, and the 
placing of Her Majesty's funds at the 
disposal of some foreign authority." 

We will not presume to offer an opin- 
ion on so abstru.se a questiun in the [ire- 
senco of such a high .aiitliority, liut it uc- 
cnrs to us that the case caiiimt he ijuitesu 
clear as the law juuriials make uut, fur if 
the law were plainly uiicun.si ituliunal 
there would bo an easy way for Sir .John 
.Macdunald tu gel uut of an exceedingly 
mqdeasaiit and embarrassing position. 
All tliat he would have to say tu thu Que- 
liec Premier would be : "My de.ir Mer- 
cier, 1 havo no desire to interfere un- 
necessaiily in the aii'airs ufyuur I'ruvince. 
I wuuld like tu uhligc you and your 
frieiids, hut yuu see tliia law of yours ia 
no Law at all. Vuur Legislature did not 
jiu.s.sess thu puwer tu enact it, and it is 
conauijuently so much waste j iiper." ."\fr. 
Alercior, provided the law ia audi as the 
/.(tic Tnnra declares it to be, wnuld have 
nuthilig tu Hay. A law that is iiu law 
lues not reipiii-e tu he disalluwed. It is 
essentially null and vuid and cmihl never 
ho acted uiion. We cannot help thinking 
that if .Sir ,lohn Macdonald and .Sir .John 
hoinpson aiid otlier lawyers whom, no 
■ luubt, they liavo consulted on thu sub- 
ject, are of the opinion tlmt tho (Jiiehi-c 
Law is utterly liiicun.stitul iunai, llie I lu- 
iiiiuiun ( luvorniueiit uuuM ||,,f, li,i\ (. 
waited itutil iiuw Iu iiifuriii the (hiv- 
eriiiiient uf (Quebec of the cuiiclusiuii at 
which they lia<l arrived. Nii ulie cuiild 
ho uiroiided becaiiso the l''edoral Govern- 
iiieiit had rejected ft law which upon ex- 
iininatiun they bad found the Provincial 
Legislature did not posaoss thu jiuwor to 
enact. We are very imich afraid lliat the 
(lliihe ban oitlior not (iulticiunlly ex- 
amined tho c|iiosliun uf the consti- 
tiitiuiialily of the Quebec Act, or has, 
withuutunderstjindingtheijuostion, adopt- 
ed the view which it found iathe most con- 
venient to hold. Thoru is a rumor, loo, 
that Mr. Blake is salislieil thai I ho law is 
rui stitutioual. Thai being the cas.', the 
pressure on the ^.7. uinst be very severe 
hidued, when it, in a mattei' of law, .sets 
its opinion agiunst that of so high an 
authurily. I'm onr jiart, as we do not 
hohevo that .Sir .John Maoduiiald is will- 
ing to permit a law whicli he knows to bo 
unconstitutional to hu placed on Ihe .stat- 
ute book of the province of (.liiidi.ic for 
tho mere fun of being ke[il in' hut, water 
and of fleeing how liereely iieople can 
light in a ipiasi-religiuus ipi.arrel, we lake 
the liherly uf (lunhling Ihe. aoiindiii'.ss of 
the opinion of tho (,'lal,,: and thu law 
journals. 

Evun if that opinion is sound and the 
Jesuit Act is rojcctud on tho ground of 
unconstitutionality, wo cannot sue that 
the case will he greatly niemled. There 
IS nothing to himhn- tho (.hiebee Legisla- 
ture passing anutiier law giving the .)o- 
snits the .t^tOO,()IIO ahaulutelv, without tho 
inturvontion of the Pupo or anyone else. 
■Such a law, according to the Ulohe'i <nvii 
authorities, would be perfectly conatiiu- 
tional and it could not, coiiHiatontly with 
Its former principles, ubjeet Iu tlio'alluw- 
anoo of auoh a law, 'I'he (,lii,.liee Le-is- 



rights of tho ))rovinco to disallow it. ' In 
that case the last state of the Jesuit ques- 
tion would, from tho Ontario agitators' 
point of view, bo worso than the first.
